"I.ast Sunday there appeared in the 
New York A m erican an ad dress w rit­ 
ten by Mr. H earst and read by Mr. 
flhearn, in which it was definitely al­ 
leged that Mr. Dix and his p artn ers 
em ployed hundreds of men in paper 
mills, that these men worked tw elve 
hours a day for $1.65 and th at when 
the oth er paper mills of the country 
had given 
their men an eight-hour 
day and raised th e ir wages to over 
$2 
th at 
Mr. 
Dix, as a concession, 
raised the w ages of the men IO cents 
a day and provided as an offset they 
should work th irteen hours for five 
days in the week and twelve hours on 
the sixth. 
Mr. Dix has not denied 
th ese statem ents. 
Unless they were 
tru e he would have denied them the 
m in ute they w ere m ade.” 
Colonel Roosevelt enum erated the

Oct. 28.— Alan R. Haw- 
lew and A ugustus Post, th e heroes of 
the greatest balloon flight on record 
arrived here a fte r an experience th at 
w as more trying than earlier reports 
indicated,

cause the cup for w h h h they co ntest­ 
ed rem ains in America. 
T he first day 
after leaving the A m erica ll. on the 
banks of the 
P eribo nk a 
river, 
Mr 
H aw ley’s leg w as l l J ured so badly 
th at he was laid up for several hours 
aud he has not yet entirely recovered. 
T h e arrival of the aeron auts here 
was made th e occasion of the first for 
mul w elcome back to civilization of 
th e m en who for several days were 
thought to be lost in th e dense forests 
of N orthern C anada. 
G ebhordt 
W illrich, 
the 
American 
consul, and several prom inent men of 
the city m et th e party and escorted 
th em to Hotel F rontenac, w here an 
informal dinner w as given in their 
honor. 
A fter restin g until ll o ’clock 
Hawley and P ost resum ed the journey 
to New York.

Hawley, "w hen I considered that our

eral of the con testants. 
In describing the earlier part of the 
journey, up to the tim e they were lost 
sight of over th e state of Michigan, 
Mr. Post said: 


P a s s 'd Over W isco nsin . 


“W e followed a n orth easterly course 
across the Mississippi and Missouri 
rivers and thence along th e illinois 
river into the state of W isconsin. 
In 
th e m orning we w ere in a portion just 
north of the city of Milwaukee, but 
over the lake. 
W e descended so that 
our rope trailed in the water, but the 
air was light and we again rose high 
to get the eastern drift. 
T hat carried 
us up over the lake Point au Sable 
n e ar Ludington. 
At that point the 
wind veered slightly to the north and 
we passed over T rav erse City. 
From 
there we rose high again and again 
got the easterly drift. 
"W e crossed L ake Huron during th< 
night and were high over Georgian 
bay and the country im m ediately north 
of it. 
We made ou r highest altitudes 
at this stage of th e journey. The wind
